The present invention relates to a process for 
producing cables, in particular electrical cables for 
low-voltage power transmission or for 

telecommunications, these cables having self- 
10 extinguishing properties and producing a low level of 
fumes, and to the f lame-retardant compositions used 
therein. 

Self-extinguishing cables are generally produced 
by extruding over the core of the cable a flame- 

15 retardant coating consisting of a polymer composition 
which has been given flame-resistant properties by the 
addition of a suitable additive. Polyolef in-based 
compositions based, for example, on polyethylene or 
ethylene/vinyl acetate copolymers, containing an organic 

20 halide combined with antimony trioxide as flame- 
retardant additive can, for example, be used for this 
purpose. However, halogenated f lame-retardant additives 
have many drawbacks since they partially decompose 
during processing of the polymer, giving rise to 

25 halogenated gases that are toxic to workers and corrode 
the metal parts of the polymer-processing equipment. In 
addition, when they are placed directly in a flame, 
their combustion gives rise to very large amounts of 
fumes containing toxic gases. Similar drawbacks are 

3 0 encountered when polyvinyl chloride (PVC) with added 
antimony trioxide is used as base polymer. 

Thus, in recent years, use has been made of 
halogen-free compounds in the production of self- 
extinguishing cables, in which a polymer base, generally 

35 of polyolefin type, is mixed with inorganic flame- 
retardant fillers, generally hydroxides, hydrated oxides 
or hydrated salts of metals, in particular of aluminium
